Schists and granites predom- 
inate, with lava and hasalts 
filling the interstices. The 
schists and granites are ob- 
viously much older. 

Schist is a relatively soft 
rock, formed of compressed 
sandstone. It is to be found 
near Eames Street, and again 
near Suncrest Avenue, so that 
Lakes, to Fresh Pond in Cam- 
bridge, to the site of the 
Boston City Hospital, and out 
to sea near the Stellwagen 
Bank, east of Cape Cod. 

Massachusetts was several 
hundred feet higher than it 
is today, and there were huge 
hills, since ground down by 
the glaciers.

Sometime after the voleanoes 

had become dead the river be- 
gan to work its way southward, 
through Wilmington. 

It was a mighty river, with a 
gushing torrent, for the land 
was higher then. 

It was the glacial age that 
stopped the river. Ice a mile 
high covered New England, and 
grounc+down the hills. For 
thousands of years all was ice 
cold, and no water flowed. 
When the ice started to melt, 
as the warm weather returned, 
ground up materials within the 
glaciers formed dams, which 
held back the water, forming 
glacial lakes. 

One such dam was formed 
Tewksbury, and held back 
waters of the Merrimac, 
regathering their strength. 
The water finally flowed over 
schist, to the northeast of 
Lowell, and cut a new channel 
to the sea - the present Mer- 
rimac River. 

Another such lake was formed 
in Wilmington, covering most 
of the town - perhaps there 
were several such lakes, but 
there was one that reached 
from South Tewksbury to about 
where Greer's is today. Most 
of the land, where there are 
no hills, in this area, is of 
sand, part of the old lake 
bottom. An iceberg, floating 
in this lake, ran aground and 
was covered over with sand.
